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Greetings  fromGlendive,  Havre,  Billings,  Lewistown, 
Missoula,  Columbia  Falls,  and  Butte,  where  I  have  been 
meeting  v^ith  many  of  you  at  the  Regional  Education  Meet- 
ings. 

Participation  at  these  meetings  has  been  very  exciting. 
Hundreds  of  Montanans  have  shared  their  thoughts  with 
us  at  each  meeting.  Some  of  the  concerns  mentioned  most 
often  include  children  at  risk,  drugs  and  alcohol,  funding, 
class  size,  and  gifted  and  talented  programs.  Participants 
have  also  offered  many  creative  ideas  for  improving  Mon- 
tana education. 

The  regional  meetings  have  given  me  a  wonderful 
chance  to  visit  schools  all  across  the  state.  In  each  class,  I 
urge  students  to  do  three  things:  First,  recognize  that  their 
teachers  are  the  smartest  people  in  the  world,  and  thank 
them  for  their  hard  work.  Second,  spend  an  equal  amount 
of  time  reading  as  watching  TV  or  playing  Nintendo.  Third, 
instead  of  saying  "nothing"  when  their  parents  ask  what 
they  did  in  school  that  day,  students  should  tell  their 
parents  about  something  positive  that  happened! 

In  all,  the  tour  has  been  extremely  worthwhile.  I've 
been  especially  gratified  to  hear  good  comments  about  the 
Office  of  Public  Instruction  from  educators  and  parents 
across  the  state.  I'm  proud  to  be  part  of  this  office.  I'm  also 
proud  to  be  part  of  Montana's  education  community  as  we 
work  together  to  make  our  schools  the  best  they  can  be.

SELF-SUFFICIENCY 

TRUSTS  FOR  HANDICAPPED 

Educators  who  work  with  handicapped  students  may 
want  to  tell  their  students'  parents  about  the  new  self- 
sufficiency  trusts  available  for  the  handicapped. 

Authorized  by  the  1989  legislature,  self-sufficiency 
trusts  provide  independent  income  to  help  pay  for  care  and 
services  to  handicapped  persons  without  jeopardizing  their 
participation  in  government  assistance  programs,  such  as 
Medicaid  or  Social  Security.  Montanans  with  handicapped 
relatives  may  be  able  to  create  self-sufficiency  trusts  for 
them  as  early  as  1990. 

A  private  organization  called  the  Montana  Self-Suffi- 
ciency  Trust  Board  of  Directors  is  working  to  help  Montan- 
ans create  self-sufficiency  trusts.  The  group  is  working 
toward  a  cooperative  private  and  public  effort  to  meet  needs 
of  people  unable  to  care  for  themselves.  Parents  concerned 
about  the  care  of  handicapped  children  who  will  outlive 
them  can  set  up  care  plans  paid  for  by  trust  funds.  State 
agencies  will  ensure  that  the  plan  is  followed,  even  after  the 
parents  are  gone. 

While  self-sufficiency  trusts  will  be  an  additional  option 
to  families  with  substantial  assets,  the  trusts  are  mostly 
geared  for  families  with  limited  means.  A  Charitable  Trust 
has  been  established  for  families  that  do  not  have  resources. 
The  Self-Sufficiency  Trust  Board  of  Directors  will  be  seeking 
contributions  to  increase  the  endowment  in  the  Charitable 
Trust  so  families  of  all  income  levels  can  participate.
